Note Sent to Allies and Wash- 


ington—Reich’s Utmost Limit 
of Capactty 


BERLIN, May 2 (By The Associated 
Press)—Germany’s latest reparations 
offer proposes that the sum total of 
its obligations in cash and kind under 
the Versailles Treaty be fixed at 
30,000,000,000 gold marks. The Ger- 
man Government, in a néte made pub- 
lic here today simultaneous with its 
receipt by the Entente and Washing- 
ton governments, proposes that 20,000,- 
000.000 of the total be raised before 
July 1, 1927. by a bond issue at normal 
rates of interest on the international 
money market; 5,000,000,000 would be 
raised before July 1, 1929, in the same 
manner, and the remaining sum simi- 
larly before July 1, 1931, 

The note asserts that @ermany, in 
accordance with existing treaties, will 
also make payments in kind which are 
to be credited to its account. The note 
expresses the Government's conviction 
that the new proposals represent the 
utmost limit of Germany’s capacity to 
pay, and expressed grave doubt as to 
whether the offer does not exceed its 
ability in view of the heavy dislocation 
and weakening of the Reich’s eco- 
nomic organization caused by the Ruhr 
occupation. 

International Commission Proposed 


In case the creditor governments do 
not share Germany's belief that no 
unprejudiced party could arrive at a 
higher estimate in view of its general 
condition, the Berlin Government pro- 
poses that the whole reparations ques- 
tion be left to the decision of an inter- 
national commission free from every 
political influence, as suggested by the 
United States Secretary of State, 
Charles E. Hughes. | 

The note begins by emphasizing 
that the questions upon which depend 
the reconstruction of the devastated 
areas and the restoration of the 
sound economic life and peace of 
Europe can only be solved by mutual 
understanding. 

The occupation of the Ruhr, the of- 
ficial declaration states, is diametri- 
cally opposed to such aspirations, and 
it therefore provaked the passive re- 
sistance of the Ruhr population. 

“The German Government,” the 
note continues, “shares the sober- 
minded desire of all people that the 
daily increasing tension be relaxed 
and the wanton destruction of eco- 
nomic values cease.” 

The note asserts that Germany is 
nosh its offer without . desisting 


the afeas occupied in excess.of the 
stipulations of the Versailles Treaty 
are evacuated, and until conditions on 
the Rhine are restored according to 
the terms laid down in the Rhinelahd 
agreement. 


Antiaggression Pact 

The offer of an antiaggression pact 
on the Rhine is renewed and the Gov- 
ernment suggests that all conflicts 
arising out of the question of national 
securities be submitted to an inter- 
national court for arbitration. Fui- 
fillment of Germany’s obligation, the 
note continues, depends om the sta- 
bilization of its currency; therefore 
it is necessary, in connection with the 
regulation of the reparations prob- 
lem, to bring about a methodic and 
permanent stabilization in order to re- 
move the apprehensions of other 
countries with respect to ruinous Ger- 
man competition. Strengthening of 
its currency will also enable Germany 
to restore its internal finances, the 
note points out. . 

In order to realize.this program, and 
also to safeguard the interests of those 
who finance the loans, the German 
Government says it is éssential that 
there be no more forcible seizures of 
securities, that no further sanctions 
be imposed, that Germany be freed 
from the unproductive expenses with 
which it is now: burdened, and that it 
also be liberated forthwith from all 
political and economic restrictions.

The proposals also suggest that in 
behalf of the economic rehabilitation 
of Europe the countries concerned 
arrive at an understanding with re- 
gard to dealings in important com- 
modities.

It is suggested that as far as liners 
are concerned thé United States might 
be induced to allow them to enter its 
ports with their liquor in bond, in- 
flicting a fine without further penal- 
ties. 

The idea of transferring liquor to 
a store ship at sea before entering the 
three-mile limit is generally scouted. 
The Morning Post suggests that the 
League of Nations may have to act on 
“the fads and reforms of well-mean- 
ing, well-organized peoples.” 

‘The Westminster Gazette says that 
the American people “most emphati- 
cally are not entitled to lay down 
rules for the behavior of foreign na- 
tions, which do not choose to follow 
their example... We hope America 
will concentrate its attention on the 
simple requirements of international 
courtesy and co-operation.” 

“It is obvious,” observes the Daily 
News, “that when one nation has es- 
tablished the principle that it can in- 
terfere at will with the freedom of 
the world’s maritime commerce, other 
nations will follow suit and‘ produce a

STATE BUILDING 
BOOM INDICATED 


Figures Show Great Increase in 
Nearly All Cities 


Massachusetts is entering on a 
marked building boom, according to 
figures given out today by the State 
Department of Labor and Industries. 
Based on permits to build filed with 


the buiding officials of 33 cities in the 
Commonwealth, the figures show that 
the permits for March exceeded those 
for February of this year by 211.7 per 
cent, and compared with March, 1922, 
when building was particularly active, 
were only 1.2 per cent less. 

The aggregate for March, 1923, is 
$12,148,191, compared with $3,897,451 
for February. In 30 of the 33 cities 
reporting, increases were recorded, 
and Boston records a jump of $2,868,- 
703, which represents both office and 
residential. construction and one 
church. In Newton, New Bedford, 
Medford, and Quincy the building 
—— are for residential construc- 

on. 

The cost-of-building index for re- 
inforced concrete construction in New 
England, based on the 1913 level, is 
stated as 7% points higher for April 1, 
1923, than for March 1, largely be- 
cause of increase in lumber and ce- 
ment prices and labor costs. 


REGISTRAR REVOKES 
-32 MOTOR LICENSES 


Thirty-two licenses to operate motor 
vehicles in Massachusetts were re- 
voked today by Frank A. Goodwin, 
State Registrar of Motor Vehicles, in 
his campaign against driving while 
under the influence of intoxicating 
liquor. The revocations were made in 
cases of recent conviction for violat- 
ing this law, and the number repre- 
sents a new record for revoked li- 
censes in one day. 

In the cases at issue fines were im- 
posed by the courts ranging from $25 
to $150. In 12 of the 32 cases jail 
sentences were imposed, three of 
which were for 20 days, seven for one 
month, and two for two months.

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The schooner picked its way out 


its way along the Florida coast till 
the stone jetties at the,-mouth of the 
St. John River were sighted. The 
vessel tacked to and fro till dusk 
when a power boat came out, sent 


by a man to whom had been consigned 
100 cases of White Seal Whisky at 
$32.45 over the rail. 

“Tere were three men on the power 
boat but one only was allowed to 
board the Teeomoka. Two members of 
the Teeomoka’s crew armed with 
sawed-off shotguns stood at the rail 
while a third man with a high-power 
rifle was concealed behind the winch 
where he could command the deck. 

The supercargo took his customer 
down into the cabin where $3245 was 
paid over and counted while an armed 
member of the crew stood at the head 
of the companionway and another was 
concealed behind the cabin partition 
where he could see but not be seen in 
the cabin. This man also was armed 
with a sawed-off shotgun. 

After the money had been. counted, 
the supercargo gave the captain an or- 
der for the goods purchased, and he 
handed it to the mate after making 
the mémorandum in his manifest. The 
mate came on deck, opened the hatch 
and the whisky was taken out in cases 
and handed over the rail while the 
armed men of the crew stood guard. 
None trusted the customers and the 
customers checked off all that they 
bought, making frequent examinations 
hurriedly of the goods. A second trip 
from the shore was made the next 
night for the balance of the consign- 
ment and the same scenes were re- 
peated in making the transfer. 


Scoff at Dry Laws 


A detailed description of the con- 
duct of captain and crew during the 
voyage and while the vessel lay at 
anchor on the three-mile limit is un- 
necessary and unprofitable. There 
was much drinking aboard, as might 
be imagined, and frequent drunken 
quarrels between captain and mate 
and captain and members of his crew 
over trifles. Discipline was lacking 
and the most frequent and favorite 
subject of jesting among captain, 
mate, and crew, was the fact that the 
entire expedition was aimed to break 
the laws of the United States and to 
help make nothing of the Eighteenth 
Amendment. 

No man trusted his neighbor and 
the only times when the officers and 
crew of the Teeomoka acted in accord 
was when a customer would come 
alongside in a power boat for cases 
of rum. At those times, self-interest 
dictated an understanding and readi- 
ness to stand together against & com- 
mon enemy. 

After the rum. selling waters were 
reached the Teeomoka was compelled 
to remain at anchor for many days by 
reason of stress of weather making it 
hard for small craft to leave inlets 
and coves in aid around New York 
bay. The schooner at times would 
weigh anchor and run along the south 
shore of Long Island, past Great 
South Bay, and close to Block Island 
and then back, this to vary the mo- 
notony of waiting for a man to whom 
much of the cargo of whisky aboard 
had been consigned. 

Finally after about eight days of 
waiting the consignee appeared in a 
sloop-rigged fisherman and came 
alongside. About 100 cases of whisky 
were loaded on the fishing sloop and 
the consignee left after promising to 
return next day for more cargo. 

The next day brought a storm and 
common sense dictated putting to sea 
and the schooner went to Block Island 
and back to Montauk Point, trading 
some liquor for four codfish from a 
fisherman as the ship’s stores were 
running low. This fisherman told the 
captain and mate of men on Block 
Island who buy liquor from vessels 
as well as dealers at Sag Harbor, New 
Rochelle and New Bedford. 

The steam yacht Istar was one of 
the fleet part of the time the repre- 
sentative of The Christian Sclence 
Monitor remained on the Teeomoka. 
He witnessed many of her operations 
and was with the “fleet” when the 
Istar broke the market by selling at 
$27 and $29 the case over the rail 
when her consignee refused to pay 
the $25 a case he had contracted to 
take the whole cargo. 

Then the Teeomoka began to sell 
over the rail and the scenes at Jack- 
sonville when the crew stood at arms 
to receive customers were repeated. 
Some coal was bought from smugglers 
at higher than war-time prices and 
eges at $3 a dozen and bacon at $2 
a pound.

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New Orleans Convention 


Hears Proposal to Handle 


50,000,000,000-Mark Obligation Like British Debt 


NEW ORLEANS, La., May 2 (Spe- 
cial) —The question of whether Ger-, 
many might not end the reparations 
problem by paying without detriment 
to its creditors. 50,000,000,000 gold 
marks on terms similar to the British 
debt settlement was raised in a report 
submitted by a special committee; to 
the first session of the Tenth National 
Foreign Trade Convention, * which 
opened here this afternoon. 

The report was an outstanding fea- 
ture in the events of the first day’s 
sessions, which included analysis of 
European trade by various speakers, 
all bent on advancing American com- 
mercial interests abroad. 

“Tt is time for all the world to look 
the facts squarely in the face,” the 
committee says in its report. “Tender 
national susceptibilities cannot stand 
in the way if the restoration of Eu- 
rope to peace, stability and prosperity 
is to be accomplished with the mini- 
mum of delay and difficulty.” 

Taking notice of the fact that there 


does still exist an occasional Ameri-| 


can who asserts his counrty “can get. 
along” or “would be better off” with- | 
out Europe, the report cites that Eu- | 
rope bought from the United States 
last year, and sold to the United 
States. more than any other conti- 
nent, and this despite all the difficul- 
ties under which it is laboring. 

“For the five years prior to the

In conclusion, the report says that 
Germany must give conclusive proof 
of willingness and co-operation in any 
reparations settlement which is to be 
lasting, and that, “American industry, 
which earnéstly seeks an expansion 
of foreign trade based on stable con- 
ditions that will rebuild the buying 
power of Europe, and American agri- 
culture, which greatly needs for its 
surplus production the restored buy- 
ing power of its chief markets in 
Europe, would welcome any method 
by which these questions could be de- 
termined, and the great engine of 
world commerce enabled again to run 
at full speed ahead.” 


Difficulties which prevent the flow 
of goods from one nation to another 
at the present time, despite an un- 
paralleled demand for such inter- 
change of goods from the peoples of 
the world, are political rather than 
economic, declared Dr. W. F. Gephart 
of the First National Bank in St. 
Louls addressing the opening session 
of the convention on the subject 
“European Trade Barriers.” 

“Trade barriers and all sorts of 
artificial restrictions have been 
erected by the new European nations 
on a scale and a complexity not to be 
found unless one goes back to the 
early history of Europe,” said Dr. 
Gephart. 

“The jealousies and hatreds arising 
from the World War among these 
people have intensified these restric- 
tions and created a state of mind un- 
favorable to conditions permitting 
free movement in the flow of trade. 
Today, in Europe, the channels of 
‘trade are dammed up by all kinds of 
obstructions. All these restrictions 
limit the market and entail a cost in 
the twentieth century much greater 
than that of the earlier period of trade 
restrictions.” 


Reasons for Trade Drop 


If such jealous and hostile trade! 
barriers were to be continued by the |

“In the case’ of our own country,” 
continued Dr. Gerhart, “nothing can 
further our international trade more 
than for us to lose in good time and 
season and gradually a considerable 
part of our present gold supply which 
ought to and will undoubtedly in due 
time move to other nations, especially 
those of Burope to restore their cur- 
rency, apd thus bring about the fun- 
damental! conditions which lead to the 
furtherance of international trade.” 

Concluding, he told the convention 
that the present restrictions were op- 
posed to the forces which had been in 
operation for centuries to bring 
greater freedom. in international busi- 
ness, and he expressed a belief that 
in the end the people of the nations 
'would rise up and destroy artificial 
trade barriers. 

Speaking on “Trading Under a De- 
pressed Exchange.” A. Kains, presi- 
dent of the Federal International 
‘Banking Company, New Orleans, said 
that desire for national and interna- 
tional trade was a matter which must 
be satisfied to put the world on its: 
feet once more after the war, and that 
the breakdown of the gold exchange 
in many European countries pre- 
sented only one barrier which would 
inevitably be surmounted in succeed-

countries placed there to meet con- 
tingencies.

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LIMA, Peru, April 28 (By The’ As- 
sociated Press)—The fact that an- 


jcient Inca civilizatign in Peru pos- 


séssed an efficient calculating ma- 
chine has been estabMshed by a re- 
cent discovery of Francisco Loaysa of 
Lima, The instrument consists of a 
knotted cord or “quipu,” unearthed in 
a prehistoric tomb near Cajamarca. 
While it has been well known that 
the Incas made use of “quipns” in 
common with many other aboriginal 
peoples in the new world, Mr. Loaysa 
is the first historian who has been able 
to interpfet and describe fully the use 
to which this device was put. His 
‘studies show that the Incas had a 
well-devel ped system of arithmetic, 
based on fhe decimal system, and that 
they enphesed the “quipu” for pur- 
poses of rapid calculation in subtrac- 
tion, multiplication, and division. 

The “master quipu” discovered by 
Mr. Loaysa consists of a cord about 
16 yards long, containing 100 knots. 
These knots are divided into 10 un- 
cqual sections by as many silver beads, 
representing the odd numbers from 
1 to 19. The sections are of different 
colors, including red, brown, yellow, 
blue and green. The-colors are im- 
portant factors in the calculating proc- 
ess. The silver beads placed between 
the groups represent the even numbers 
from 2 to 20. By counting according 
to the rules discoverd by Mr. Loaysa, 
all arithmetical operations can be car-

SIOUX FALLS, 8. D., April 26 (Bpe- 
cial Correspondence)— Many thou- 
sands of acres of land in western 


South Dakota, which during most sea- 
sons have been too dry to produce 
good crops, witli be reclaimed by a 
new system of storage of flood waters 
whieh is being pushed by expert engi- 
neers connected with the South 
Dakota Agricultural College. One of 
these flood irrigation projects, which 
has been surveyed for N. C. Graves, a 
farmer-rancher of the Provo district of 
Fall River County, at the southern . 
extremity of the Black Hills, is typi- 
cal of dozens of similar areas through- 
out Fall River and other counties in 
western South Dakota which are just 
as promising in every ce but which 
have not yet been developed. 

The Graves’ project includes about 
60 acres of irrigable land ,which lies 
on the north edge of Plains Valley. 
Two “draws,” or guiches, ranging 
from one-half to one mile long, will 
furnish the snow and rain water 
needed for irrigating. These “draws” 
or guliches. always fill up with snow 
during the winter and thus the snow 
water, which . contains considerable 
quantities of nitrogen, can be depended 
upon for the most valuable sources 
of flood water. 

The diversion dam, which will hold 
the rain and snow water in the 
gulches, will be constructed across 
the mouth of the gulches and will be 
high enough, and the irrigation ditches 
leading from the dam of ample ca- 
pacity, to take care of the most severe 
floods. By this system the flood waters 
from the gulches which otherwise 
would go to waste, will be stored be- 
hind the dams and let out into the 
irrigation ditches leading to different 
portions of the adjoining level farm- 
ing land as it is needed to irrigate 
growing crops during the summer, 
when the rainfall is below normal and 
not sufficient to keep crops growing.

FRAMINGHAM, Mass., May 2 (Spe- 
cial) Schools that are open 365 days 
and evenings of each year, that teach 
the value of a dollar, the dignity of 
honest labor, the joy of doing a work- 
manlike job, that emphasize the ideals 
upon which the United States was 
founded and unswerving loyalty to 
them, with an understanding of its 
system of government, were advo- 
eated by the two men from outside 
the teaching profession chosen to ad- 
dress the conference of Maseachu- 
setts school superintendents at the 
Framingham State Normal School 
today. 

The speakers were Dr. William Mather 
Lewis of Washington, D. C., chief of 
the education service of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
and Dr. F. 0. Norton of Indfanapoiia, 
Ind., member of the National Ameri- 
canism Commission of the American 
Legion. They spoke on the common 
subject, “In what way can the public 
schools become more effective in 
helping the individual to a more sat- 
isfactory adjustment to (a) present- 
day civic requirements; (b) to pres- 
ent-day industrial requirements. 


Dr. Lewis Speaker 

Dr. Lewis undertook to answer the 
second question. He said: 

Realizing the menace of illiteracy to 
our industrial and social organization 
my department urges the elimination 
of illiteracy, first, by means of com- 
pulsory schoo] attendance laws strictly 
enforced, and, second, through effec- 
tive provjsion for adult instruction. 
In order to justify their overhead, 
the schools of America should be — 
365 days and evenings a year for 
adult as well as child instruction and 
the educational and social well-being 
of the neighborhood. More attention 
must be paid to the location and type 
of our school buildings as well as to 
the open spaces about them. 

The business world has much at 
stake in the matter of building in our 
schools citizenry which is fit. The 
times demand men and women who can 
stand the most difficult commercial 
and industrial conditions the world has 
known. The development of sound 
economic habits, a crying need in 
America, is difficult under present- 
day conditions, so upon the school 
eomes the added burden of teaching 
these essential things, the value of a 
dollar, the dignity of honest labor, the 
joy of doing a workmanlike job.

The table of comparative fines for 
drunkenness shows the extent to which 
‘the personal equation of the judges 
enters into their verdicts. The most 
severe penalties are given in the little 
town of Putnam, where 94 per cent are 
convicted, fined on the average of $22, 
and 16 per cent of them are sent to Jail 
an average of 30 deys. . 

The opposite extreme is Waterbury, 
with an average fine of $8.50, only 42 
per cent convicted, and a negligible 
number, one-half of 1 per cent are 
sent to jail. About 500 men arrested 
for drunkenness in Waterbury are dis- 
charged by the Superintendent of 
Police and never brought to court at 
all. A man can be drunk and drunk 
more often and with less personal in- 
convenience in Waterbury than in any 
other city in the State.

TAX MEASURES 
NOT APPROVED 


Opposition to House Bills in New 
Hampshire Senate 


CONCORD, N. H., May 2 (Special)— 
Opposition to two of the administra- 
tio tax reform bills gvhich the House 
of Representatives has passed, ig evi- 
dent in the Senate and there is some 
question whether either the income 
tax or the gasoline tax can be enacted 
in the form submitted by the lower 
house. . 

The income tax passed the House 
yesterday afternoon. by a vote of only 
164 to 162 in favor of the plan adopted. 
This plan provides for a state tax 
upon interest and dividends to be col- 
lected for the benefit of cities and 
towns. It will take the place of the 
present tax on the principal of bonds 


7, and will be assessed at the average 


rate of taxation levied upon all other 
taxable property. 

The gasoline tax provides for a levy 
of 1 cent @ gallon in the form of a 
“road toll” with no reduction in auto- 
mobile registration fees. The Senate 
favors changing this to a 2-cent tax 
on gasoline and a reduction in regis- 
tration fees for the purpose of re- 
Heving local operators of automobiles 
and collecting from oyt-of-state visi- 
tors.

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WOOL PRICES IN 
WORLD’S MARKETS 
STEADILY RISING 


Despite High Level of Raw Ma- 
terial, Buying Is Keen—Cross- 
breds in Demand 


In spite of the high level of values 
now ruling, which has caused discus- 
sion of a possible buyers’ strike, and 
despite the remembrance of the dire 
consequences of 1920, the price of 
wool mounts slowly upward in al] the 
markets of the world. Boston still 
lags behind both the foreign markets 
and the domestic primary market, al- 
though prices are slowly rsiing in this 
market also. 

It is rather difficult to imagine a 
buyers’ strike occurring against wool 
goods, as has happened in the case of 
sugar, although some seem to fear this 
contingency, for the price of manu- 
factured goods has been held down 
with all the ingenuity of the manu- 
facturers. To be sure, the American 
Woolen Company within the week has 
made advances of about 10 to 15 cents 
a yard on the average on standard 
goods, but this advance is largely 
nominal, for the company is already 
sold up for the season and beyond, 
on the basis of the jnitial prices, and 
is hardly ready to commit itself fur- 
ther for the moment. 

Law of Supply and Demand 


What is true of the largest factor is 
true of the smaller ones, as a rule. 
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Moreover, the advance in the price of | 
raw wool cannot be characterized as_ 
a “rigged’’ market, as has been said 


to be the case with sugar; rather, it is 


based upon the very fundamental law | 


of supply and demand, which is ap-| 
plying with equal force in the other | 
markets of the world, allowance being | 
made, of course, for the operation of | 
the tariff.

CAPE TOWN, April 27 (Special 
Correspondence)—Speaking at a meet- 
ing of the South African Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Exchange in Cape Town, H. E. V. 
Pickstone, a director of the board in 
charge of deciduous ‘fruit of the 
Union, told of the conditions of fruit 


exporting abroad. He said that at 
present markets were found only in 
England, Holland, France and Bel- 
gium. Nothing had been sent to Ger- 
many, although under normal condi- 
tions it was expected Germany would 
take one-third of the output. If one 
considered. the present instability of 
world markets, the prices realized 
were fairly good he said. 

Above all, South African fruit had 
gained a world-wide recognition for 
excellence. It is also acknowledged 
that South African fruit packing 
methods are among the best, with 4 
high standard of grading and cleanli- 
ness. Fruit inspection at the docks 
is carried out in the etrictest manner. 

Mr. Pickstone said that on his re- 
cent tour of England and the con- 
tinent, during which he and Sir Percy 
Fitzpatrick were entrusted with the 
task of studying business conditions 
in connection with the Fruit Exchange, 
he had been impressed with the need 
of having a special representative in 
London, who would be at all times 
able to keep the exchange posted on 
matters affecting its well being. 

Because of the long distance to 
foreign markets, it was imperative to 
obtain shipping facilities, Mr. Pick- 
stone declared. He referred to the 
excellence of the Elder-Fyffe Line, 
that which offered perfect conditions 
for citrus export, but he said that 
South Africa must obtain some sim- 
ilar arrangement, backed by thor- 
oughly expert knowledge. This sbip- 
ping question was most urgent, as 
the South African fruit industry had 
undergone retnarkable expansion.

1915. and both set out quietly but de- 
terminediy to establish a mark for 
conscientious baseball men to aim at. 
That Scott outlasted his National 
League rival on the diamond may be 
ascribed in part to the comparative 
youth of the then Boston Red Sox 
infielder, who had put in but two sea- 
sons aS a major leaguer and had yet 
to reach the top of his form. Now, 
seven years later, with his string of 
straight appearances still unbroken, 
Scott is.classed'as a veteran. 
President Clark Griffith of the 
Washington club, on whose grounds 


‘the Yankees are at present playing, 


announced that when Scott stepped 
to the plate for the first time today 
he would be presented a gold medal, 
recently voted by the American League 
in token of his one thousandth con- 
secutive appearance in a major league 
contest, the presentation to be made 
by Secretary of the Navy E. C. Denby. 

There are any number of elements 
that go into making a record of this 
sort. Considered separately, they 
make such an achievement stand out 
all the more remarkably. The first 
factor is ability. If he were not an 
infielder of the first order, Scott would 
not have had the chance to play up 
in the big league regularly through 
more than half a-dozen seasons, let 
alone being sought and obtained by 
the league champion New York club. 
Then there is that desire to serve a 
team’ day in and day out, which is so 
rare among the highly-valued ath- 
letes.. Most.ball, players .are prone to 
take a day off every. now and then; 
Scott, it seems, never. Argument with 
an umpire often results in a player’s 
involuntary. suspension from active 
duty. For one 'to avoid a single “lay- 
off” of this kind for so long a period 
bespeaks unusually good conduct on 
the ball field. Though not especially 
noted for his -aggressiveness, the 
Yankee shortstop is always a hard 
worker and sometimes takes unkindly 
to a decision, but knows when to stop 
talking.

represent either a fair measure of the damage which 
should be assessed against that country, or its ultimate 
power of payment, is a belief that undoubtedly will be 
pressed strongly by French and Belgian spokesmen. ° But 
the fact that the two nations have finally arrived at the 
point. of exchanging specific financial propositions is at 
least encouraging. 

The world, even the cisatlantic world, is deeply inter- 
ested in the early and peaceful] settlement of this situa- 
tion. The interests of nations outside of those immedi- 
ately involved are both material and moral. Viewed from 
the strictly material standpoint, it is a question which well 
may be considered, whether it were not desirable that 
such countries as Great Britain and the United States, 
though not immediately involved, should make present 
‘ sacrifices in order that peace, not the present nominal 
peace but actual peace, may be re-established in Europe. 
Beyond question, the willingness of Trance to accept an 
amount of reparations smaller than that which her people 
have been trained by its politicians to expect, will depend 
somewhat upon the extent to which Great Britain 1s 
willing to remit portions of the indebtedness of France 
to it. And, in turn, this British concession can only be 
anticipated if there shall be manifest on the part of the 
United States a willingness to sare in ,this loss by the 
cancellation of a proportionate amount. of the British 
debt. : | 

[f every nation, even the one which emerged with 
the least injury from the Woftld War, shall insist upon 


its pound of flesh, how can’ any, or all, denounce France ° 


for being equally uncompromising ? 

That portion of the world which has viewed from 
a distance, and with a certain degree of detachment, the 
Franco-German sttuggle in, the Ruhr, has been strongly 
denunciatory of one or the other combatant, according to 
its own sympathies. But if instead of standing off and 
denouncing, the other civilized nations of the world had 
sought, according to the measure of their capabilities and 
with a willingness to make their own sacrifices propor- 
tionate to those of the peoples most immediately involved, 
sincerely and helpfully to end the struggle, any immedi- 
ate sacrifices would be more than repaid bv the natural 
development of trade within a decade. So far as the 
prosperity of the world is concerned, nothing is to be 
gained by scolding l‘rance for militarism, or condemning 
Germany as a recalcitrant debtor. Much might have 
been gained if at the very outset Great Britain-and the 
United States, instead of seeking to tell the two nations 
which have suffered the most from the waft what it was 
their duty to do, had come forth frankly with some reve- 
lation ‘of a purpose to bring again peace and good order 
to civilized Europe, even though the accomplishment of 
that end meant some temporary sacrifice of their own 
apparent interests. 


WIrtH the announced increase in the output of motor 
vehicles in the United States there is impressed, in all 
the larger cities of the country, 
the necessity of providing relief 
from traffic congestion, serious 
enough already, but almost cer- 
tain to be more pronounced as 
the summer progresses. It seems 
reasonable that the problem 
| should be dealt with just as any 
great production problem is handled in a mill or factory, 
or even in an office or publishing plant, where the need 
is for increased or doubled production with existing 
facilities. The factory manager or publisher very natur- 
ally solves his problen: by duplicating, not the number 
of his machines, but the number of working hours. He 
doubles his output by keeping the wheels turning sixteen 
hours instead of eight, or twenty-four hours instead of 
twelve. 

The streets of the cities, like the equipment of a manu- 
facturing plant, are limited in their capacity and cannot 
be utilized beyond a given point. Clearly the thing to 
do under present conditions is to provide: for the con- 
tinuous use of the streets instead of forcing them to 
carry, in ten or twelve hours, a traffic which might be 
spread out over twenty-four. The classification, or 
segregation, of the traffic falls into logical and natural 
lines. Of course the business men and shoppers who now 
are too much inclined to congest down-town traffic during 
the day by the use of motor cars for personal errands, 
as well’as the mere pleasure tourist who rides about 
leisurely, must confine their use of the streets to the day- 
light and early evening hours. But it, would .be interest- 
ing to study, practically, the proposal that the movement 
of heavily laden trucks used in transporting merchan- 
dise and other bulk commodities be confined, by usage 
or by ordinance, to the hours between 8 o'clock in the 
evening and 8 o'clock in the morning. me 

There would be, of course, ‘some .unpleasant noises 
in those streets over which this traffic was routed, but 
it would be endurable to the end that an emergency which 
is becoming more and more acute might be met. It is 
admitted that the limit of capacity in the business streets 
has been reached, even if it has not actually been passed, 
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safety and economic factors considered. The heavily- 
laden truck in a natrow thoroughfare slows up all traffic 
for a distance of blocks at times., The work done can be 
accomplished more expeditiously and: more economically 
at night than by day. In the summer, at least, horses 
can be used at night advantageously, and those who drive 
them probably would not object if required to adopt 
a night schedule, ; 

The problem is one which every city of considerable 
size is seeking to solve. It would seem that if there cannot 
‘be wider streets, the logical method is to utilize the

While it is said 
that the demand of the people of the southwestern State 
is: “Show me, I am from Missouri!” the erudite Massa- 
chusetts lawmaker ans\ ers encouragingly :-‘‘Watch me; 
1 will show the world. i am from Massachusetts.” To 
paraphrase the exclamation of the sightseer whq first 
visited the Grand Cafion and observed, “Ain’t nature 
grand!” one might almost involuntarily declare, “Ain't it 
grand to know everything!” ; 

To, those who have sought to violate the prohibition 
law or to nullify it by its nonobservance or by legislative 
enactment, the problem of enforcement has been a serious 
one. The search still seems to be for ways in which the 
clear intent of the law may be obscured. It is not to be 
wondered at, therefore, that there is an inclination to 
forget that the Eighteenth Amendment and the laws pro- 
vided to enforce it are national, and not state or purely 
local enactments. So, even while those in authority are 
endeavoring to find the most effective ways in which to 
compel strict obedience to the law, state legislatures, 
probably at the behest of those whe have opposed the law 
from the first, are pointing out ways in which the law 
may virtually be nullified. | 

While the Massachusetts Senate yesterday passed to 
third reading a measure designed to aid the enforcement 
of the Volstead Act, it passed the so-called Adlow referen- 
dum measure by a large majority and adopted also what 
is called the Shea resolution. This, with many whereases, 
one of which reads as follows, “A great increase in the 
personnel of the prohibition enforcement department 
means the withdrawal of an equal number of people from

The explanation 1s that all the opposition leaders of 
any weight are-in jail. Some of them have been con- 
demned to long terms for their blunders while in power. 
Ex-Premier Redoslavoff’and five of his fellow-ministers 
have been sentenced to imprisonment -for life, because 
they committed the error of joining the Central Euro- 
pean powers instead of the Western Allies in 1915. Gen- 
eral Naidenoff, former Minister of War, and General 
Gekoff, who organized and led the sudden attack against 
Serbia, have escaped with fifteen and ten years, respec- 
tively. It is on the civilians that Stamboulisky’s aveng- 
ing hand has fallen the hardest. Former Premier Malin- 
off and the members of his Cabinet are awaiting trial 
‘for not having concluded with the Allies a separate peace 
in time to protect Bulgaria’s interests. Going still further 
back, Mr. Stamboulisky has initiated prosecutions against 
the Guechoff and Daneff miriistries for. their errors in 
the Balkan wars preceding the world conflict. By a recent 
law the formalities of indicting fallen ministers have 
been much simplified, and before the election the Premier 
had his leading rivals under lock and key. 

In so far as it is Premier Stambaulisky’s avowed 
policy to retrieve the mistakes of his predecessors in 
international affairs and cultivate friendly relations with 
his neighbors, his success at the polls is welcome. The 
best thing that can be said of his treatment of his oppo- 
nents, however, is that it is more humane than that meted

If a parliamentary government is to be beneficial to a 
country, it needs, as a rule, an opposition, and usually a

temptation to become arbitrary, not to say tyrannical, 
when there is no alternative party to take over the execu- 
tive power, is too strong for most politicians. In Bul- 
garia the measures of the Peasants’ Party, making labor 


compulsory, have aroused bitter feelings, and in some 


instances the Stamboulisky rule has come close to being 
a dictatorship. There is danger in giving any set of men 
too much power over their fellow beings. | 

Whether it is a good policy to make ex-ministers per- 
sonally liable-for the failure of policies which they sel- 
dom have initiated of their own free will, is an open 
question. If all fallen ministers were to be executed or 
jailed, there would be a dearth of experienced opposition 
leaders anywhere. At any rate, the Greek and Bulgarian 
procedures are most unusual. In France there is an un- 
written law requiring all premiers to shield their prede- 
cessors from attack in matters of foreign affairs. ‘‘Solli- 
darity of government chiefs,’ it is called. In no other 
way can continuity of policy be assured.

What we-are apt 
to forget is that it is an industrial age for France as well, 
so much so that it looks as 1f Mr. Ford would presently 
find a formidable rival in M. Citroen, who proposes to 
build some of his cars in a big new plant near New York. 

There is, however, the difference to be remembered, 
that in France the business man cannot free himself from 
tradition, and the tradition there is that beauty—art—is 
one of the chief essentials of life. At times he is guilty 
of betraying the tradition—he would not be human if he 
were not. There is ugliness in France, in industfial 
districts beauty is not always the most salient quality. 
But few things are manufactured in I'rance that leave 
out the possibility of beauty. “Life is ugly enough and 
your 12,000,000 automobiles are really a part of your 
life. I¢mbellish them, and give them beauty and form,” 
is the excellent piece of advice with which M. Citroen 
concluded his criticism. And there is no question that, 
in France, at least, the endeavor is to practice what many 
besides M. Citroen preach. | 

To embellish life is hardly as yet an ambition of the 
American manutacturer. To make things quick, to make 
them cheap, to make them household words through bill- 
boards and every variety of ‘‘ads,” “to get them over” 
with the public—here you have the creed in a land where 
some of its officials have been known to draw a line 
between the ‘‘art artist’ and the other kind, whatever 
the other kind may be. It is the secondary place assigned 
to art, to beauty, that brings about the curious anomalies 
in American life: the marvelous invention and develop- 
ment of the things that contribute to the ease of living, 
and their frequent hideousness of form and vulgarity of 
color; the amazing contrast between the extreimas of fas- 
tidious luxury and sordid slovenliness; the eagerness to 
achieve what is fine and the indifference to préserving it. 
The manufacturer of automobiles probably laughed when 
he read the Frenchman's criticism. An automobile is 
something to drive in, not to look at. It is to be doubted 
if M. Citroen will convert him to beauty even by turning 
out automobiles that are pleasant to the eye, as well as 
triymphs of machinery. But, after all, the United States 
has scarcely more hundred years behind it than the coun- 
tries of Europe have thousands, and its traditions are 
still in the making. 
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THE ‘fact that the fifteenth annual parade of the Lon-

Even those who grumble at them buy and read them. It 
is not long since a well-known critic, who ought to know, said 
that anthologies had been done to death, and the fickle public 
was tired of them. But since then a dozen others have ap- 
peared, and as many more, if we may trust the market rumors, 
are on the-way.. Is it a good thing, or a bad? Does it mean 


‘that books of literature-made-easy, poetry in pilules, and prose 


in small samples, are going to oust complete works? Will they 
take the place of the collected editions with the author's whole 
performance, his great and his dull pages included? ‘The 
answer is, let us hope, as Costard might say,—‘no egma 
(enigma), no riddle!” For who, reading a delightful lyric, 
essay or story, in an anthology, would stop at that, and not 
want more of the same strain? Who reading, 

Et la médaille austére 

Que trouve un laboureur 

Sous térre 
Révéle un empereur:... 
will not seek further, if that is not too fanciful a suggestion, 
and go on from the gold disc to the emperor’s whole record. 

The true anthologist is happy in the conceit, or if you like 
the delusion, that he is literature’s alchemist. From the poets, . 
epigrammatists, character-painters, tale-tellers, essayists, play- 
wrights, he draws precious essence. Or he fancies himself the 
very Bee of Mount Hybla or Hymettus.° And the flowers are 
no worse for his theft, and do not complain. They only say: 

But oh! our sweet soul-taker, 
That thief, the honey-maker, 
What a house hath he, by the thymy glen! 

Such was Leigh Hunt’s notion, and he was a happy an- 
thologist. The like complacency is in all his kind, as you will 
discover if you try a few samples, such as Walch’s “Anthologie 
des Poetes Francais Contemporains’; Dryden’s “Miscellany 
Poems” (printed for Jacob Tonson at Shakespear's Head) ; 
W. M. Rossetti’s collection of “American Poems’; Walter 
Scott’s “‘Border Minstrelsy’ (proud author and prizable 
book!) ; Palgrave’s “Golden Treasury,” in which Tennyson 
collaborated; Longfellow’s “Poems ‘of Places”; and Tottel’s 
“Miscellany.” ‘ I would like to add a férgotten volume— 
Farr’s “Select Poetry of the Reign of King James the First” 
(of blessed memory). This book opens with a sonnet of, King 
James himself, which might be read as a symbolic epitome of 
any collection of songs and lyrics: 

The azur’d vault, the crystal circles bright, 

The gleaming fiery torches powdered there; 

The changing round, the shiny, beamy light, . « » 

The fowls, in hue, in shape, in nature, rare; 

The pretty notes the wing'’d musician finds, .. . 
I know nothing of Edward Farr Esquire, as he is described on 
the title-page; but it is certain he enjoyed» ransacking “the 
printed books and MSS. in public and private librari¢s;*men- 
tioned in his preface. He too was a happy anthologist, and his™ 
eclectic pride is infectious.

The making of a good anthology, like-the-editing of a daily’ ~~ 


paper, is a critical, difficult, delicate, wary business. “There are 
affinities of subject, and there are repugnances in writers, and 
there is a certain harmony of parts and articles, to be kept 
in thought. The hanging of pictures, old masters and new, 

is not more kittle a matter. The reason why Palgrave's 

“Golden Treasury of Songs and Lyrics” was so excellent in” 
its own particular fashion was because he, with Tennyson for 
referee, aimed at a natural concord in the poems and the poets 
he selected. He contrived a sympltonic progression in his selec- 
tions, not too obvious; not factitious; but easy and unapparent 
enough to delude the reader by all sorts of lurking associations 
and pleasant analogies. You divine it as you follow the se- 
quence of Milton’s sonnet in the first book, “To the Lady 
Margaret Ley,” and the luckily pre-dated and preferred lines 
of George Darley: 

_It is not Beauty I demand, 
A crystal brow, the moon’s despair, 


Nor the snow’s daughter, a white hand, 
Nor mermaid’s yellow pride of hair. 


Palgrave’s Second Series was not blended with quite the same 

artful-innocent effect. O’Shaughnessy’s “Zuleika” and Thack- 

eray’s “At the Church Gate,” with Dante Rossetti and Chris- 

tina Rossetti to, follow on, did not make a proper lyric se- 

quence. In a later group, Richard Monckton Milnes’ (Lord 

Houghton), : 
They seem’d to those who saw them meet,’ 


next door to Browning’s, 

O Galuppi, Baldassaro, this is very sad to find; 

I can hardly misconceive you; it would prove me «., 

deaf and blind, 

is rather like putting chocolate and Parmesan cheese in the 
same dish. It only shows how fearfully and wonderfully sensi- 
tive the anthologist has got to be. One savor amiss, one sprig 
of the wrong herb; one lyric, one dialogue, one prose passage, 
cut of setting, and the whole anthology is endangered. ‘The 
most subtle snare of all comes of, the endless deceptions that 
It was that which 
helped to throw Palgrave out in the second flight of his “Songs 
and Lyrics.’”” He mixed third-rate verse with perdurable stuff. 
True, he had his misgivings: “The flowers of the Victorian 
domain,” he said in his preface, “are so multitudinous and so 
large in the blossom—like those sixty-leaved roses which Hero- 
dotus heard of below Mount Bermion—that a limited, an im- 
perfect garland only, can be collected within the garth allowed 
me.” 
Palgrave was a Victorian, and he made his Victorian mis- 
takes; but he was a happy anthologist. Shall we who are 
Georgians think to do ‘any better in our,poetry-books? 1 trow 
not. Fifty years hence, how many of our popular chrestom- 
athies will still be in the running? For, as Montaigne said, there 
is a fashion, and there is a mortality, in books.. “Bonne part 
des livres fameux sont de cette condition.” 


British Educational Achievements 


IN AFTER ages, writes H. A. L. Fisher, the noted British 
educational leader, in The Yale Review, it will be regarded 
as a remarkable fact that a nation, racked by war, burdened 
by taxation, encumbered by debt, paralyzed by industrial dis- 
turbances and trade depression, should, nevertheless, have had 
the nerve and the faith to examine and test every part of its 
educational fabric, and to treble the funds placed at the dis- 
posal of its schools and colleges. Even if during the past two 
years we have been compelled to make financial. reductions, 
and to postpone projects which we would gladly have de- 
veloped, a great work has been achieved. The springs of 
idealism issuing from the moral impulses of the war have not 
wasted themselves in the sands. Everywhere in England fresh 
patches of tillage, reclaimed from the sterilizing forces of in- 
dustrial barbarism, give evidence of new, and expanding 
harvests and attest the presence of a spirit in the Nation which 
guides and distributes the fertilizing powers,
